OUR TRADE WITH EUROPE 


"When we observe statistics of foreign 


trade, we wish to see the balance in our 
favor: that is. we look on excess of ex- 
ports over imports as an indication that 
we have the advantage of other nations 
in trading. "It happens, of course, that 
•nte export more goods to one country1 


than we receive from it. and from an- 
other country receive more raw materi- 
als or finished products than we ship. 
The net result, however, is what •coulits. 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover re- 


ports some interesting facts for our con- 
sideration. In 1922 imports of all kinds 
exceeded exports to the amount of §386.- 
000.000. 
The balance of trade was 


against us to that total. 
It should be 


remarked, however, by jvay of explana- 
tion, that "invisible factors" were in- 
cluded in the statistics. 
. The "invisible factors" must be includ- 
ed if statistics are to be reliable. 
These 


factors are remittances, investment^, ex- 
penditures of tourists, shipping freight 
payments and money itejns strictly. Last 
year the exports proper were larger by 
$754.000.000 than the imports: yet. aft- 
er taking the "invisible factors" into ac- 
count, there was a debit against us of 
$586.000.000. 


Mr. Hoover calls attention to the trend 


ef international trade this year. He finds 
that we are actually importing more than 
we are exporting. Adding the invisible 
factors, the trade balance for this year 
is heavily against us. 


That the balance of trade has been and 


is against -us is a favorable sign. It signi- 
fies that we are investing capital at profit 
in other lands and tha', the interest will 
come to us for reinve >tment. 
It signi- 


fies that other nations are making econom- 
ic recovery and that their prices will rise. 
As these nations improve commercially 
and financially, they will buy from us. 
and international ^commerce will increase 
to our benefit. 


It has not hurt this country to buy- 


more extensively from Europe^ than it 
has sold to it. 
On the contrary, it has 


been distinctly beneficial. 
"With the 


heavy indebtedness of Europe to the Unit- 
ed States, it was impossible to expect it 
as a whole to buy more than it sold. That 
•would have meant that the debtor contin- 
ued piling up his debt and making ulti- 
mate payment all the more hopeless. The 
trade balance in favor of Europe has 
'helped to restore its industry, -without- 
'"•which Old world prosperity cannot be re- 


established. Inasmuch as a full recovery 
of American prosperity depends Tipon re- 
stored European prosperity, it will be 
seen that indirectly •«•<? are the benefi- 
ciaries of a condition -Hat on its face is 
adverse.

TULSA AND THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Dissension in the Chamber of Com- 


merce in Tulsa. Okla.. illustrates in a 
characteristic manner tlie troubles that 
befall every community in which the Ku 
Klux Klan gains headway. 
It forecasts 


on a small scale the discord which is grow- 
ing in Indianapolis and. in fact, through- 
out practically the whole of Indiana. 


Many Indiana cities have had far worse 


disturbances than Tulsa. but it has hap- 
pened that there has been very little out- 
side publicity to the quarrels. The prin- 
cipal reason that so little, comparatively, 
is known of the situation in Indianapolis 
and in most of Indiana is'that many state, 
county and city officials are members _of 
the invisible empire, ivineh they are us- 
in<r. as some merchants do.'for their own 
benefit. 


Mr. H. Q. MeClure. president of the 


Tulsa Chamber of Commerce, in denounc- 
ing the organization as ''the worst blight 
in United States History." defended the 
good name of his city. 
The strife and 


lawbreaking have been caused, he said, by- 
only four per cent of the citizens, prob- 
ably less. 


People living in other states and cities 


have no mistaken opinions of Oklahoma 
and Tulsa. 
Oklahoma is a progressive 


state of broadminded American inhabi- 
tants. Tulsa is a thriving city of ener- 
getiC; democratic 
citizens. 
Oklahoma 


and Tulsa are lawabiding and respect'- 
able. 


Mr. McClure's comments on the Ku 


Klux Klan and its methods should be cir- 
culated generally, not only to justify his 
city and state, but to show the conflict 
which is aroused wherever it gains a foot- 
hold. The Ku Klux Klan fills chambers 
of commerce with spite, it splits churches 
and lodges, it divides political parties, it 
breaks up families, it poisons civic spirit 
and destroys community enterprise. 


As Mr. McCfure said, the ninety-sis 


per cent or more of the sane, liberal citi- 
zens pay little attention to an obstreper- 
ous minority. Nevertheless, as he points 
out. 
it is unsafe to ignore the invisible 


empire, and the dark campaigji of hate, 
vindictiveness. suspicion and persecution 
which it secretly wages. 


The Ku Klux Klan will blow up as like 


organizations have, but dissention and ill 
will are more easily prevented than 
cured.

swear words or obscenities quite unintentionally. 
The movement of the muscle action occurs several 
times a minute as a rule, and the subject is una- 
ware of it unless his attention is called to it. 


Most tics have their origin in a natural impulse 


and become habitual through undue nervousness. 
A boy or girl may develop a shoulder twitching tic 
as a" result of a tight armhole. a tic of the face 
started by inflammation of the eyes or lids, a tic 
of the neck started by a tight or irritating collar. 


Spasmodic wry neck is closely allied with tic in 


nature and origin. Often it is started byya tempor- 
ary "stiff neck" or "muscular rheumatism" so- 
called. 
This local irritation is the trigger which 


sets off the tic. the subject, of course, being loaded 
—a neuropathic tendency acquired by misfortune 
or inheritance. 
Thereafter the head will uncon- 


sciously twist to one side several times a minute 
unless" restrained by an effort which soon causes 
great fatigue. 


The treatment of tic must be by physical edu- 


cation. 
Educative exercises supervised by a com- 


petent physical director who has been trained in 
his work by years of schooling, such as the Y. M. 
C. A. school of physical training at Springfield 
gives. A few weeks of careful management of this 
sort will overcome most tics completely.

It 
Is because the Red Cross has been 
a practical application of that prin- 
ciple, that it has been such a tre- 
mendous success. It makes its appeal 
for support directly to the conscience 
of mankind. It does not attempt to 
function through the direct action of 
organized government. 
It does not 


have in it any element of compulsion. 
It is tho voluntary offering of the peo- 
ple themselves. Whenever and when- 
ever an emergency has resulted In hu 
man suffering, to the extent of its 
ability, it administers whatever may be 
necessary for temporary relief. 


"It is this kind of practical idealism 


that Is represented In the history of 
our country, a deep faith In spiritual 
things, tempered by a hnrd common 
sense adapted to the needs of this 
world. It has been illustrated In the 
character of men who planted colonies 
in the wilderness and raised up great 
states around the church and the 
schoolhouse. who bought their inde- 
pendence with their blood and cast out 
slavery 
by the sacrifice 
of their 


bravest sons: who offered their lives 
to give more freedom to oppressed 
peoples, and who went to the rescue 
of Europe with thtir, treasure and 
their men when their own liberty and 
the liberty of the world was in peril, 
but when the victory was secured re- 
tired from the,field unencumbered by 
spoils.

gro problem by bringing its 12.000.000 
colored people up to a plane of clvillz 
atlon equal to that of white people, 
and by preventing the Intormarriage 
of white and black people'Miss Marl 
oifV. Cuthbort of St. Paul Minn., told 
an audience at 
the First Congregu 


tlonal church in a talk Sunday eve 
ning. 


Miss Cuthbert Is the missionary of 


the Appleton church to the Negroes 
and spent the weekend here -while on 
her way to Florence, Ala., where she 
is assistant director 
of the Burrell 


normal school for colored students. 


TALKS TO CHILDREN 


She gave the children's sermon at 


the morning service after speaking at 
the rally day service of the church 
school, and was tendered a reception 
by the Christian Endeavor society at 
5 o'clock, when lunch was served. She 
spoke at the C. E. meeting of the 
needs of her school, and In the evening 
took up a discussion of "The Race 
Problem as Seen in a Coloi^ed School 
in Alabama." 


Miss Cuthbert declared In her eve- 


ning address that her race is a back' 
ward one. not in the sense that most 
of the Negroes are disinclined to edu- 
cate and elevate themselves, but be 
cause they are given little opportun 
ity to do so. She declared that for 
every S3 spent on a white child in the 
south for education in public schools 
there was 
13 cents spent 
on the

Desertion, And Estrange- 


ment Due To Absence

Paris—Divorces have 
doubled 
in 


France since the war. according to 
figures made public recently. 


A general divorce law was 
first 


passed in France in 1SS4. and in that 
year there were 1.557 divorces. 


In 1913. the number of divorces 


was 15.372. In 1919. when the armies 
were being disbanded and people were 
free to put their houses in order, this 
number reached 19.-»65. 
In 1920 it 


reached 31.-65. in 1921 the number 
was 30.-19S. and the past year 30.753. 


The causes of this increase of di- 


vorces are not tabulated, due to the 
secrecy of court proceedings relating 
to family affairs. 


However, the general causes are in- 


fidelity, desertion, and the slow break- 
ing up of the family tie during the 
war. with the greater freedom that 
has come to women who began to 
earn their living during the war. 
Both sexes. It is said, have lost in 
some measure their sense of moral 
responsibility. Another cause given 
is nervousness growing out of 
the 


war. making both sexes less able to 
bear the restraints and trials o* mar- 
ried life. 
Yet' another cause is the 


tolerance of the courts ajid the ease 
with which divorces may be obtained, 
one factor of which Is the cheapness 
of the decree, obtained through law- 
yers, who. In recent years, have be- 
gun to advertise: "Divorce In three 
months, on credit, and no payment 
unless decree obtained."
